Maintaining the Stand. 


The,

crop brings us from getting a catch 
to maintaining a stand. The most 
frequent causes of the death of young 
clover are the drought and heat to 
which ^he plants are subjected upon 
tfi,e removel of the grain crop 
The 


amount of injury caused will,. of j 
course, depend on the season 
Tne | 


summer of 1915 was very favorable 
to young clover, as there was plentj 
of rain throughout most of the clos- 
er belt; but such seasons are e^eep- 
tional. Injury will also be worse on 
soils deficient in humus, since thesp 
run together and dry out moie than 
soils having plenty of organic mattei 
Top-dressing the fields with manur" 
during the late winter is as good a 
preventive of this dangei as can be 
suggested. The manure will not onlj 
prevent loss of moisture, but 
-\vili 


furnish plant food for the young clov-, 
er, making stronger plants, better' 
able to withstand drought. It is also 
advisable to leave the grain stubble, 
as long as possible, so as to afford | 
shelter to the young plants. 
| 


If there is a. good stand of clover | 


on a field in. September and October, 
ther,e is every reason to expect a good 
stand in spring, barring, of course, 
most unusual "weather conditions. Jf, 
however, the soil is deficient^in lime, 
the plant, though appearing fair in 
the fall, may lack the vigor to go 
through_even a reasonably mild win- 
ter. 
Two mistakes are often made, 


and these should be guarded against 
The young clover should not be past- 
ured closely in the fall, nor should 
it be allowed to seed 
Last fall, ow- 


ing to the favorable summer, young j 
clover was found blossoming and 
seeding in many fields. This is bad, 
because it weakens the plants and in- 
creases the number of clover seed 
insects, the late broods finding these 
flower heads a fine place in which to 
lay eggs, which hatch into larvae, 
many of which may live over the 
next winter. 


Provided theie is hme and phos- 


phorus enough in the land, second- 
year clover should give little trouble 
unless attacked by loot boreis or 
other insects. There are leaf-eating 
insects that do damage locallv, and 
some fungi have been known to kill 
whole fields or to reduce yields, but 
;h,e insects working on the roots pro 
aably give more trouble than other 
insects or than diseases

ough inspection by the Department 
of Forestry of every planting of white 
pine made in the State, to be started 
this spring as soon as possible. This 
is an effort to prevent the white pine 
blister rust from gaining a foothold 
in Pennsylvania.

The tonic which the vast majority 


of individuals need at this period of 
the year is fresh air, exercise and a 
simpler diet. Owing to weather con- 
ditions many of our activities are re- 
stricted in the winter time. There is 
also a tendency to e'at excessively of 
meat and fa^v foods. 
At a result 


when the spring arrives with its 
warm days many of us are like a 
furnace that has been so chocked 
with fuel that it doesn't draw well.

Medicine will not make up for over 
eating and under exercise. The high 
death rate which almost invariably 
prevails at this season of the year 
from pneumonia, tuberculosis and.

sudden changes of temperature occur 
which are common at this time of 
the year. Old people are susceptible 
as they are housed more closely dur- 
ing the winter than yp.ung folks.

LEXINGTON, 
Ky., March 11.— 
Villa's bandits knifed every sentry to 
death and thus effected, undetected, 
entry into the heart of Columbus, N. 
M., according to Mrs. James Pryor 
Castleman, wife of Lieut. Castleman, 
•who, as officer of the day, repelled 
the invaders. 


Mrs. 
Castleman's account of Villa's 
slaying the sentries is the first ex- 
planation offered from any source as 
to how the invaders got into Colum- 
bus without arousing either soldiers 
or citizens. 


She saw Pancho Villa and Pablo 


Lopez, his chief lieutenant, stand- 
ing in front or her house, she said. 
Until Lopez fell she had her pistol 
ready to fire if either tried to enter 
her house. 
Finally, Villa mounted his horse 
and by circling among the houses 
escaped. The house of every officer 
was surrounded, as also were the 
homes of leading citizens, sha«said. 


Mrs. 
Castleman is of tlie opinion 
that her husband killed a dozen or 
more Mexicans with his own revolver. 
Mrs. 
Castleman, who has arrived at 
her home here, said to-day: 
"At 4.30 o'clock I heard the most 


awful shooting. Bullets just rained 
on our house. 
I put my children 
under their beds and got my pistol, 
for I said they would not take me 
alive, and I certainly would get some 
of them if they came in. 
Heard Shots and Shouts. 
"An awful half hour followed, in 
which I heard nothing but shots and 
shouts: 'Viva Villa! Death to Amer- 
icans.' 
"Villa cut a fence and came in be- 
tween the Gibsons ranch and the gate 
He killed all sentries with knives, 
noiselessly; then he set their horses 
loose. His men were right in the city 
before anybody knew it, and my hus- 
band's shot was the first warning. 


"Mr. 
Castleman stepped out of the 


house, and a Villista threw his rifle in 
his face.Evidently, my husband's sud- 
den appearance frightened the Tvlex- 
ican, for, although he was at very 
close range, he fired his rifle and the 
bullet passed over Mr. Castleman's 
shoulder.

Mexican.
